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BRUSSELS, t^)—Foreign 
Minister Maxim Litvinoff, 
Russian deligate to the Brus¬ 
sels conference seeking to end 
the Chinese-Japanese war, 
announced suddenly today he 
is leaving for Moscow to¬ 
night. 

Litvinoff’s departure gen¬ 
erally is regarded as a pro¬ 
test against a move which he 
thinks is under way to eliminate 
Russia from major conference ac¬ 
tivities, particularly from confer¬ 
ences of committees. Such a move 
to exclude Russia presumably 
would be an effort to placate Ja¬ 
pan. 

Japanese unofficially have made 
clear here they would exchange 
information about the Chinese 
conflict with signatories of the 
nine-power treaty, but not with 
outsiders. Russia, not a signatory 
to the treaty which pledges re¬ 
spect for China’s territorial in¬ 
tegrity, was invited to the confer¬ 
ence because of her important in¬ 
terests in the Far East. 

The Litvinoff bolt is all the 
more sensational because British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
already has returned from London 
for continued conference sessions, 
and French Foreign Minister Yvon 
Delbos is coming tonight. 

It was reported Litvinoff was 
incensed particularly over any plan 
to name Italy to membership on a 
proposed conciliation committee 
and to ignore Rus.sia. Russian re¬ 
sentment has been heightened by 
Italian adherence to the German- 
Japanese pact against Bolshevism.

Friend Near Death 
In Love Tangle 

GLENDALE, (.^l—Chief of Po¬ 
lice V. B. Browne .said early today 
Paul Wright. 38, president of the 
Union Air Terminal, confessed to 
him he shot and killed his wife, 
Evelyn, and then critically wound¬ 
ed John Bryant Kimmel, traffic 
manager of the airport, after he 
found them in an embrace in his 
palatial Verdugo Vista home. 

The .shooting took place at 4:10 
a. m., a short time after Wright 
and Kimmel, for years close 
friends, had returned from Holly¬ 
wood where they had participated 
in an initiation ceremony of the 
O. B, club, an organization of avi- 
ator.s. 

Kimmel was taken to the Bur¬ 
bank hospital for an emergency 
operation, hut phy.sicians said 
chances of surviving were slim. 
CONFES.SES ACT 
I Wright called police immediate¬ 
ly after the shooting and made a 
complete confes.sion, Chief Browne 
said. 

He told Browne he had suspect¬ 
ed his wife of "stepping out" for 
two years, "but I never thought it 
was with my best friend” 

He told police he had gone to 
his bedroom for a short nap and 
when he returned to his living 
room he found Kimmel and his 
wife sitting on the piano bench in 
an embrace. 

"Everything went wjite." he 
said. "I went to the bedroom, got 
my pistol out of a dre.s.ser draw¬ 
er. and shot them.” 

The Wright's 3-year-old daugh¬ 
ter, Helen, and a negro maid, were 
not di.sturbed by the shooting.

"John and I sat before the fire 
in the living room and had som.e 
drinks,” he .said, "and then I went 
to my bedroom to take a .short 
nap. 

"When 1 came out I saw them 
sitting on the piano bench making 
love." 

Wright told police his wife 
smiled up at him when he came 
Into the room, and then ki.ssed 
Kimmel again. 

After the .shooting he walked to 
Verdugo road, several blocks from 
the home, and met the police 
there, directing them to the house. 

Mrs. Wright was the daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. J. E. McBride, I 
of Detroit, Mich, Wright came 
here from Milwaukee. Wis.

Heater Modernizing

Urging immediate action on an 
anti-smudge ordinance so that the 
winter of 1938-39 may be less 
sooty for Orange county citizens, 
A. J. Cruickshank, agricultural 
leader, appeared before super¬ 
visors today with an expert’s sur¬ 
vey of the smudge situation. 

Cost of modernizing non-con¬ 
formist 'smudge pots” so that 
the smoke menace would be mate¬ 
rially reduced would be only about 
$5000 for the entire county, super¬ 
visors learned. 

OTHER COUNTIES 
W. R. Schoonover, head of the 
University of California citrus ex¬ 
periment station at Riverside, told 
the board about the orchard heat¬ 
ing situation in other counties, 
three of which—Riverside, Sen 
Bernardino and Los Angeles—have 
adopted anti-smudge laws. 

The Orange County Farm bu¬ 
reau so far has stymied a similar 
ordinance proposed locally. The 
bureau was asked last spring for 
a report on advisability of such 
a law, but did not report. R. D. 
Flaherty, executive secretary of 
the bureau, smnounced last week 
that the organization would op¬ 
pose the proposed law. 

37,500 HEATERS 

Only 10 per cent of Orange 
county’a citrus acreage is heated. 
Schoonover said. Less than one per 
cent, or 7500 acreas, is heated by 
unsatisfactory heaters, or a total 
of about 37,500 heaters. Most of 
these could be converted Into sat¬ 
isfactory heaters for 50 cents 
apiece, or a modernization cost of 
about $5000 exclusive of new heat-

SHANGHAI. (iPl—Shanghai fell 
I into Japanese hands today with 
the retreat of Generalissimo Chl- 
ang Kai-Shek’s Chinese warriors 
who had held out 88 days against 
combined Japanese army, navy 
and air forces. 

The city was asleep and un¬ 
aware of its fate when, shortly 
after midnight, Chinese forces be¬ 
gan an orderly, quiet retreat to¬ 
ward their "winter line” protect¬ 
ing Nanking, the nation's capital. 

Japanese, apparently, did not 
learn of the retreat until 8 a. m. 

The withdrawl enabled Japan 
to place a ring of steel around 
China's greatest port, cutting off 
the metropolis from the rest of the 
nation and bottling up three mil¬ 
lion Chinese residents, one million 
refugees and many thousands of 
Americans and other foreigners. 
Railroads and highways in all 
directions were cut or blocked by

RUSSIA, JAPAN 
NEAR OPEN BREAK 

TOKYO. (iPl—■ One of Japan's 
most powerful armies deployed to¬ 
day along the Soviet frontier of 
Japanese dominated Manchoukuo 
while Japanese and neutral observ¬ 
ers shared the almost unanimous 
belief that relations between Rus¬ 
sia and Japan were nearing frac¬ 
ture.

Duce’s Qirl Friend 
Barred From America 


NEW YORK. (/P< — Magda De 
Fontanges today was barred from 
entering the United States by a 
board of U. S. immigration com- 
mis.sioners who heard her case at 
Ellis Island. They refused her en¬ 
try on grounds of "moral turpi¬ 
tude.” 

The dark eyed French girl, who 
shot the former French aniba.s- 
sador to Italy, Count Charles De 
Uhambrun, after she .said he ended 
her love affair with Premier Mus¬ 
solini. was refu.sed the right to 
enter the United States by a board 
of special inquiry. 

The formal decision was an¬ 
nounced a.s follows: 

"The board of special inquiry 
at Ellis Island, after a hearing, has 
excluded Magdelelne Jeanne f on¬ 
tanges, a pa.sscnger on board the 
S. S, Normandie, because of an 
admission of a crime involving 
moral turpitude, to wit: Assault 
with a dangerous weapon," 

Mme. Fontanges, on arriving 
yesterday, declined to discues her 
self-proclaimed romance with Pre¬ 
mier Mu.s.solini. 

She came to this country to ap¬ 


pear in a Broadway night club, 
but pending the hearing at Ellis 
Island she was compelled to re¬ 
main aboard ship. 

This morning, while crowds lined 
the sea wall at The Battery to ob¬ 
tain a glimpse of her, she was 
taken in a govdbnment ferry to 
Ellis Island. 

Following the local board’s de¬ 
cision to exclude her she an¬ 
nounced that she would appeal to 
the board of review at Washing¬ 
ton. The appeal will act as an 
automatic stay and she probably 
will remain on Ellis Island until 
Washington authorities act. 

In 1926, U. S. authorities re¬ 
fused to permit Vera, former 
Countess of C^thcart, to enter the 
United States on the same 
grounds. 

Prior to coming to New York, 
she had been divorced in England 
on charges based on her friend¬ 
ship with the young Earl of 
Craven. 

She finally obtained a writ of 
habeas corpus and was permitted 
to enter the country.

French Strengthen Shanghai Barricades 


MADRID. (iP»—Spanish govern* 
ment and insurgent forces were 
locked today in a deadly but as 
yet inconclusive conflict along the 
precipitous banks of the Gallego 
river in Upper Aragon. 

Insurgent shock troops forded 
the near-freezing stream and cap¬ 
tured two stragetic hills In the 
Penasa and Pezol De Los Canas 
sectors. They attempted to take 
a third hill but were repulsed and 
a government counter-attack drove 
them from one of the captuied 
peaks. 

The fighting brought heavy In¬ 
surgent losses, a government com¬ 
munique said. 

Meanwhile, the insurgents con¬ 
tinued to concentrate troops at 
Teruel, the southermost tip of 
their Aragon salient, which ob¬ 
servers believe would be the focal 
point of their next major offensive. 

The Daily insurgent communique 
was a substantial confirmation of 
the government reports on the 
Upper Aragon fighting, including 
a reference to the loss of one of 
the Gallego river hills under heavy 
artillery fire. 


WASHINGTON. (A»l—President 
Roosevelt called upon the country 
today to give thanks on Nov. 25 
for "abundant harvests and the 
blessings of stable employment” 
to many people. 

In a Thanksgiving day procla¬ 
mation, he called attention also 
to strife and war threats in many 
parts of the world while the 
United States enjoys peace and 
cherishes “no selfi.sh designs 
against other nations.” 

"We have been fortunate,” de¬ 
clares the proclamation, "in de¬ 
voting our energies and our re¬ 
sources to constructive purposes 
and useful works. We have sought 
to fulfill our obligation to use our 
national heritage by common ef¬ 
fort for the common good. 

“Let us, therefore, on the day 
appointed, forego our usual occu¬ 
pations and, in our accustomed 
places of worship, each in his own 
way, humbly acknoy'ledge the 
mercy of God from whom comes 
every good and perfect gift.”

Olson retreated in good order to 
a fire alarm box before a charge 
of Chinese here today but lost a 
subsequent engagement with po¬ 
lice and became a prisoner in the 
city jail.

They took him 
to jail and booked him on charges 
of turning in a false fire alarm 
and defrauding an innkeeper. Ol¬ 
son said he couldn't pay for the 
chop suey because he was broke.

Employment of a full-time co -1 
ordinator to arrange vocational 
rehabilitation training for physi¬ 
cally disabled persons in Orange 
county was approved by the San¬ 
ta Ana board of education last 
night. 

The board's approval was con¬ 
tingent on acceptance of the pro¬ 
posal by school boards in Ana¬ 
heim, Orange and Fullerton. The 
cordinator would handle rehabili¬ 
tation work for all four school dis¬ 
tricts, and they jointly would pay 
half his salary with the federal 
government contributing the other 
half or. a grant-in-aid basis.

The plan was presented by VV.

Defense HoMs Too Great an 
Edge, Maintains Pop Warner 


NEW YORK. (iPl—Pop Warner, 
the master offensive strategist of 
college football, is ready for a 
rules committee move that will 
strip the defense of the edge he 
believes it holds over the attack 
in the modern game. 

When the veteran coach of 
Temple got up at a meeting of the 
Football Writers association yes¬ 
terday, and pleaded for rules 
changes to eliminate scoreless ties 
and raise scoring figures, the 
coaches and writers were listening 
to a man who has been a leader 
in building football attack.!. 

Since the turn of the century 
Pop has been an outstanding foot¬ 
ball figure; coach of the fabulous 
Jim Thorpe and Ernie Nevers, 
father of the Warner double wing- 
back (or, as Pop calls it. two 
wlngback) system, originator of 
a dozen plays that have stood the 
test of time. 

"The defense has advanced this 
year to a much greater extent 
than the offense,” said Warner. 
"This is due not only to the more 
general use of a five-man de¬ 
fensive line but to the many vari¬ 


ations which an offensive team is 
up against.” 

The thought that his own 
Temple team has played three 
scoreless ties probably was in 
Warner’s mind when he offered 
three suggestions to help the of¬ 
fense: (1) Legislation to compel 
the defense to keep six men on the 
line of scrimmage; (2) Adoption 
of the professional rule permitting 
forward passing from any point 
behind the scrimmage line (in¬ 
stead of the present five-yard 
limit); and (3) restore the goal 
posts to the goal line. 

Lou Little, Columbia coach and 
chairman of the rules committee 
of the American Football Coaches’ 
association, backed up Warner’s 
views, and suggested a solution of 
current offensive problems: The 
abandonment of the huddle system 
of signal calling in favor of the 
old fashioned quarterback method. 

“The offense could then vary 
Its strategy to take advantage of 
the defensive lineup,” Little point¬ 
ed out. "But if it isn’t effective, 
there’s not much doubt the coaches 
will want remedial legislation.”

Red Army Is World’s Largest 

But Nobody Knows Its Strength

MOSCOW. 


:0 years of pre¬ 
paring to defend herself against 
attack by capitalistic neighbors, 
Soviet Russia has builc the word's 
largest army. 

Its 1,600,000 men (including 
army, navy, air force, border 
guards and secret police), its esti¬ 
mated tank force of 4500, its fly¬ 
ing fleet of undisclosed thousands 
of planes are accepted by military 
experts as larger than any other 
today. 

What the Red army could do 
in war, however, remains to be 
tested. It is one of the question 
marks of Europe. 

Soviet officials say the men are 
better physically than ever, that 
they show greater skill In maneuv¬ 
ers, that mechanization has great¬ 
ly strengthened their might, that 
they “know how to defend the 
frontiers of the socialist father- 
land against fasci.st aggressors.’’ 
Foreign observers in Moscow are 
inclined to believe real strength 
lies in the masses of the Red army. 

Dipiomats returning to Moscow 
from summer vacations report 
that abroad in Europe they found 
a prevalent feeling that the wave 
of executions in the current blood 
purge had weakened Ru.s.sia as a 
world power. Some statesmen 
outside, they .said, reasoned that: 

1. Either there was treason In 
the Red army, as charged in the 
trial and execution of Marshal | 
Mikhail Tukhachevsky and seven [ 
other general.s. 

2. Or there was no treason and 
the charge that the generals were 
in the pay of Germany was a 
frame-up by a jittery dictator to 
get rid of them. 

Weakness was indicated either 
way, they .said. 

'The official Soviet press indig¬ 
nantly denies such rea.soning. It 
insists the purge, which is sup- 
po.sed to have weeded out 10,000 
officers of doubtful loyalty, has 
.strengthened the army. 

.SPIES FEARED 

Foreigners here are inclined to 
believe the army, whatever its 
fighting power, now is thoroughly 
loyal, at least, to the Soviet re¬ 
gime and communism or. which it 
is ba.sed. 

Much of the mystery about the 
Red army is due to the exceptional 
secrecy with which it is cloaked 
against foreign spie.s. With war 
from the Japanese or Germans 
constantly feared, it is believed 
that 400.000 men are kept on the 
eastern frontiers and 600,000 on 
the western borders of the Soviet 
Union. The remainder of the 
standing army is in home regions. 

To reinforce the huge .standing 
army, a re.serve of 8,000,000 to 
10,000,000 trained men, who have 
completed their military service, 
is maintained. 

Ruasia’s defen.sc budget this 
year was 25.130.320,000 nible.s. 
That is about five billion dollars 
at the arbitrary official exchange 
rate, or about $2,500,000,000 at the 
estimated actual worth of the 
ruble. No other European country 
carries such a war budget. 

TR.4.\SPORTATION PROBLEMS 

The present naval strength is 
unknown to the out.side world: but 
since the new navy was designed 
along purely defen.sive line.s, it is 
believed to con.si.st mo.stly of 
cruLsers and destroyers for the 
protection of .such expo.sed ports 
as Vladivostok, Leningrad and 
Odessa.

INTERNAL BATTLE 

Serving of the legal notice on the 
council last night precipitated an 
internal battle in the council, with 
Councilman Jo,seph P. Smith lead¬ 
ing an attack against the method 
the city has pursued in handling 
the situation. 

Property owners between River¬ 
side drive and Santiago street who 
signed the legal notice .said that 
they would seek litigation “as a 
la.st resort." They pointed out that 
they had a.sked the city for relief 
from the flood menace more than 
eight months ago. They said they 
would hold the city responsible for 
flood damage to their property. 

The notice was signed by George 
Matzen, George C. Perkins, Hale 
Paxton, G. R. Neilson, H. R. Mc¬ 
Bride, A. W. Rutan and H. J. Mil¬ 
ler. These property owners had 
charged that work of the city in 
conjunction with a WPA project 
in building retaining walls harl 
shunted flocxl waters last winter 
against their private retaining 
walls, which were weakened. 

Councilman Ernest H. Layton, 
who with City Engineer J. L, Mc¬ 
Bride, has been the entire commit¬ 
tee named to deal with the prop¬ 
erty owners, said he didn’t blame 
the people for their attitude, but 
that the wording of the notice 
made it impossible for the city to 
go ahead with any work on the 
liroject. 

ENLARGE t.'O.MMITTEE 

City Attorney L. W. Blodget 
spoke along the same lines, .saying 
that the notice provided that if 
the city did any .sort of flood pro¬ 
tection work the property owners 
would hold the city responsible for 
any damage. The city attorney 
said that it has been impossible to 
secure agreement.s, relieving the 
city of responsibility, from several 
of the property owners. 

P’ollowing considerable discus¬ 
sion, a motion was passed to the 
effect that Mayor Fred C. Row¬ 
land was empowered to enlarge the 
former committee and for this 
committee to make an exhaustive 
study of the situation with a view 
toward permanent flood control 
work. Ijiyton .sought to place the 
chairmanship of the committee in 
the lap of Smith, but was unsuc¬ 
cessful. 


Councilman Plummer L. Bruns 
offered for adoption an amend¬ 
ment to the ordinance which gave 
legal newspapers the right to dis¬ 
tribute free copies to homes of the 
city. 

'The amendment was adopted 
with but three councilmen voting 
Councilmen Layton, William Penn, 
who seconded Bruns’ motion, and 
Bruns, were the only members of 
the council who voted. Layton 
voted "no” on the proposal, with 
Penn and Bruns voting yes. Be¬ 
cause there was no opposition 
raised to the method of voting. 
Mayor Fred C. Rowland declared 
the motion adopted.

Dynamic and up-to-the minute 
Mrs. Jack Vallely yesterday made 
her final appearance at the San¬ 
ta Ana Ebell club before her de¬ 
parture for the east where she 
will attend Congressional sessions 
in Washington, and become more 
thoroughly and familiarly versed 
in current events. 

A sharp division was noticeable 
in her talk, with her pre-occupa¬ 
tion with the turmoil of world af¬ 
fairs as dominant as ever, yet a 
withdrawal from her previous 
custom of tieing every incident 
in every book she reviews with 
current political and social crises. 

For once she permitted biog¬ 
raphies and auto-biographies, even 
political reminiscences, to have 
their sway, with the exception 
only of Louis Bromfield’s "The 
Rains Came,” which proved too 
great a bait for her inquisitive 
and analytical mind. At that her 
comparison of the tense, keyed-up 
condition of Bromfield’s charac¬ 
ters during the long dry spell in 
India, with the nervous tension 
she had previously referred to as 
being so paramount throughout 
the world, was clever and justifi¬ 
able. 

Her current events summary 
encompassed everything from the 
present status of world Commu¬ 
nism to the Neutrality Act, from 
the lacks in the Democratic party 
to the origin of the Hitler 
swastika. As an explanation of 
these varied topics, it was well- 
handled, and met with interest in 
her audience. 

Nearly 20 books were touched 
on by the reviewer, who recom¬ 
mended all of them mo.st highly 
as gifts and per.sonal reading, j 
Biographies and non-fiction pre¬ 
dominated, with several of the 
novels she cited having an big-1 
torically accurate background. |

ROYAL PURPLE . . . 

Associated with persons of high 
office since earliest history, Tyrian, 
or "royal” purple, is believed to be 
the first dye ever fixed to wool or 
linen. Phoenlciajis are credited 
with its discovery in small cysts 
near the head of a Mediterranean 
mollusk, known to Romans as 
“purpura,” from which the word 
puri)le sprang. Due to the scarcitj’ 
of the mollusk and the small 
amount of dye obtainable from 
them, its relative cost was high, 
making it a luxury color available 
only to the richer citizens and offi¬ 
cials of ancient Rome. 

Tyrian purple is not a true pur¬ 
ple, being ill reality a deep crim¬ 
son. Modern purple dye is pro¬ 
duced artificially from a mixture 
of red and blue pigments. 

SNAKE SKIN . . . 

The skin of a snake—the outer 
layer' of epidermis to which the 
scales are attache d—does not 
grow. Instead, It stretches as the 
snake grows inside it. On break¬ 
ing, the skin is sloughed off, Dim¬ 
ing Inside out, and a new one 
grows beneath it.

The Public and Gambling 

With the state of California a legal partner by vote 
of the people in race tracks, pari mutuel machines and 
betting agencies, it may appear inconsistent to invoke the 
anti-gambling laws against punchboards, marble tables, 
poker games and the minor indulgences of the average 
man. 

After all, the principle of gambling is the same ev¬ 
erywhere, whether the act takes place at a ritzy track 
club frequented by the idle rich or over the board counter 
of some neighborhood grocery store. 

For if it is wrong to take a chance on a dime by 
punching a board at the grocery shop, it is just as wrong 
to take a chance on a dollar by laying it on the nose of 
some pony at the racing plant—and no one can prove 
different. 

P.egarding the situation, the Anaheim Bulletin asks: 

At more or less regular intervals drives are made upon 
punch boards, marble games and any of the ingenius methods 
devised to collect nickels by mechanical contrivances. These 
dev’ices are supposed to be tools of that portion of Satan’s enter¬ 
prises known as gambling. 

And well they are. 

But why let these evils grow until they exist in every res¬ 
taurant, pool hall and beer parlor before doing something? A 
blind man with a wooden leg could not have escaped the con¬ 
viction that marble games were operating freely within the 
county. Why was nothing done to prevent the invasion of this 
device ? And what brings on these raids at this particular moment ? 

Some of our officials might be sadly puzzled trying 
to furnish a smooth answer to those questions. But it 
seems to us that the reply lies in the lack of widespread, 
solid, aggressive sentiment against gambling in Southern 
California. 

The public has legalized some forms of gambling, 
such as wagering on the horse. 

It patronizes others, such as marble machines and 
punchboards. 

So why expect officials to stick their necks out for 
strict enforcement of laws that seem to be unpopular with 
the majority of the voters? 

The prohibition experience should have made it plain 
that moral issues can be fought much more successfully 
with education than with legislation.

Again That Child 

The child is again being held up to the gaze of the 
American people—the child who is “father to the man.” 

This time the tuberculosis associations of the country 
say to Mr. and Mrs. Head-of-the-Family, “What are you 
doing about your child’s body—that boy and girl in the 
adolescent years? Are you sure he or she is not harbor¬ 
ing tuberculosis?” 

But their queries do not end here. They ask fur¬ 
ther, “Is everyone in your home a safe person for your 
child to meet each day? Or is there perhaps someone 
within those four precious walls who is a definite menace 
to his health?” 

Science has long since proved that tuberculosis is not 
an inheritable disease. But no one can blame the doctors 
of the last century who thought it was. Tuberculosis does 
“run in families” but only because children are infected 
by some older member of the household who is suffer¬ 
ing from it. 

The father, the mother, the aunts and uncles, the 
servants—in fact everyone who is housed under the same 
roof with the child must be sure that he or she is free 
from tuberculosis. 

If every family in every village, town and city of 
this country would seriously consider the child’s welfare 
in this way—if all would participate in deadly earnest in 
the early diagnostic campaign of the tuberculosis associa¬ 
tions throughout the length and breadth of the United 
States, then we could undoubtedly hope to achieve the 
goal that has been set for the American people by Dr. 
Thomas Parran, the surgeon general of the United States 
public health service. “Tuberculosis,” he said, “can be 
wiped out of our nation.” 

But remember that this can only be done with the 
cooperation of every home, for “no home is safe until 
every home is safe.”

The Poor Congressmen 

Any tears that may have been shed for poor, hard¬ 
working congressmen and senators who are now com¬ 
pelled to go back to Washington and go to work have 
been wasted.

IN THE SAME GU’TTER 

It is interesting, though not at • 
aii strange, to hear a bolo sound , 
off against con.spirators against 
anyone’s form of government, con¬ 
sidering the conduct of the Com- , 
munists among us who get their 
inspiration from Mo.scow. It is in¬ 
teresting for the supreme gall of 
the Bolshevist mentally, which was 
the model adopted first by the 
Italians and then by the Germans ' 
as a defense against Communism.

Each system has borrowed from 
the other to make both practically 
alike, and the present basis for ^ 
their hatred is not a difference of 
government, but chagrin.

"The smallest protest, the least 
criticism,” says Andre Gide in his 
mournful book on the U. S. S. R.. 
“is liable to be the severest penal¬ 
ties, and in fact is immediately 
stifled. And I doubt whether any 
other country in the world, even 
Hitler’s Germany, thought to be 
less free, more bowed down, more 
fearful, terrorized, more vassaled.” 

And he says, too, that the spirit 
which today is held to be counter¬ 
revolutionary is that same revolu¬ 
tionary spirit which 20 years ago, 
on the day that Comrade Troya¬ 
novsky celebrated in New York, 
broke down the rule of the czars. 
So Russia would appear to have 
joined Nazi Germany in putting 
down true Marxism, and that being 
so, it is downright pathetic that 
they can’t have a meeting of the 
minds to see that they are not 
enemies but brothers in the same 
lodge, though using slightly dif¬ 
ferent high-signs, and for the love 
of Mike, quit their inces.sant bel¬ 
lowing and give the rest of the 
world an hour’s peace. 

Yet they continue to needle the 
unoffending U. S. A. with their 
poison while both complain against
